REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-12 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 1 and 7, wherein the claimed invention comprises, in claims 1 and 7, an electrochromic 
film which is can be reduction-colored is formed on the back thereof of a substrate, and an 
electrically conductive light reflecting film which is permeable to hydrogen atoms and has 
electrical conductivity is formed on the back of the electrochromic film, and an electrolysis 
solution which contains at least a hydrogen ion and a material oxidizable with a neutral molecule 
or an anion, wherein incident light enters said transparent substrate and is transmitted through 
said electrochromic laver and reflected off of said electrically conductive light reflecting film 
without being transmitted through said electrolysis solution, as claimed.
